1 . This Office Action is responsive to Applicant's Amendment filed on 07/26/1 0. 

2. Claims 44, 47 and 50-98 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Claims 44, 47 and 50-98 were indicated allowable. The prior art of record does not disclose or 
render obvious a motivation to provide for a compact drive as defined by the limitations of 
claims 44 and 47, including at least three drive components, a central housing part, an electric 
motor, and an electric circuit including a frequency converter, wherein the structure and the 
arrangement of the components arc particularly recited. The prior art of record does not disclose 
or render obvious a motivation to provide for a compact drive as defined by the limitations of 
claims 51 and 52, including an electric motor, a brake, a gear unit, a frequency converter, a rotor 
shaft, and an output shaft of the gear unit, wherein the structure and the arrangement of the 
components are particularly recited.
